LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. S.BpecUL-A- t-

torney General Martin has issued an
opinion in regard to the tale of school
lands which will result In future benefit
to the state. He has decided that the
state is within Its legal right when It
refuses to sell pieces of land containing
the better grade of land. In this he Is
Joined by Land Commissioner Beckman,
and in the future there will be no picking
out of the best pleoes leaving te state
with the poor land on its hands. The
most of the trouble along these lines
comes from the western and northwestern
portion of the state where the land
varies considerably and where the cat
tlemen purchase the good land, leaving
the poor wjilch no one cares for unsold
and thus they are given an opportunity
to get the use of it because of it not
being occupied. The state board Is not
permitted to sell any land at less than
$7 per acre and this affects the poorer
class of land, which. In many instances,
Is not worth halt that much, and there
fore may never be sold.

Land Commissioner Beckman has Just
returned from an inspection of land In
Box Butte county. As a result of his
visit the land Inspected will be raised
above the appraisement of local rs.

The land has been appraised at
from 17 to $11.W per acre, but will hot h,

be allowed to go unless tho- - purchasers
will take the poor land with It at the
minimum prlco set by the slate of tJ per
acre. By doing this It will make a dif
ference to the state of 15,031 In appraisal
Increase .on the three tracts Inspected.

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PASSENGERS AID MOTHER

Come to Her Defense When Officer
Tries to Take Child Away.

HE JUMPS FROM MOVING TRAIN

Three Other Officers Come Aboard
at Next Station on Order from

Conrt and Secure Posses-

sion
f

of Child.

PITTSBURG, Kan., Aug. J.--A police
man who attempted to execute the order
o a court and take a girl away
from her mother, Mrs. Louise Schoenart
of this dty, on a passenger train here to-

day was almost mobbed by the passen-
ger, who encouraged tho woman to defy
him.

"Where Is your warrant?" the con
ductor asked the officer.

I have a verbal order from the judge
himself," was the reply.

'That doesn't go," the conductor said.
"Show your warrant or get off the train."

The officer continued to tug at the
child, trying to take her from the
mother's arms. The passengers rushed
to the woman, e defense.

lamps from Train.
The officer, fearing violence from the

pasengers, ran to the platform and
Jumped from the train while It was going
at a considerable rate ot speed.

At Qlrard, Kan., ten miles west of here,
three other officers boarded the train
And demanded the child. Mrs. Schoenart
seized the child, rushed Into the toilet
room and barricaded the door. While
the train was traveling a (stance ot ten
miles the officers, pounded on the door,
threatened, argued and coaxed, but with
out avail until tho heat, which was al
most suffocating, forced the m6thr to
coma out and surrender the child. Bho
left the train at the next station and re-
turned to Pittsburg with tho officers.

Divided Child' Cntnd'.
Mrs. Schoenart was divorced from her

husband, Albert Schoenart, here several
months ago. The court divided the cus-
tody of the child between them. Whon
Schoenart came for the child today he
learned that Mrs. Schoenart was at tho
depot, preparing to start or Portersfleld,
CoL Believing she intondod to take tho
girl out ot the Jurisdiction of the lower
courts, he notified the Judgo who had
granted the divorce. The Judge sent an
officer to the depot to get the child, and
when the 'officer reported that ho had
failed tn the attempt, tho Judge tele
phoned instructions for officers to meet
the train at Gtrard. .

EIGHTEEN KILLED BY

DOUBLE EXPLOSION;

TWO SBMODSLY HURT

There wero a halt dosen muckers at work.
whose duty it is to load the debris blown
down by the blasts' wMlehP are 'fired at
Right There won also ,a .mucker bbs
and a-- 'blacksmith and his helper. All
were at work In the tunnel, which is
about a quarter of a mils from the slops
entrance to the mines.

Hear Rnmbllna-- Nolar.
Superintendent Lorens and Mine Boss

Farrcll were In the mine making an In'
spectlon ot soma Hew work which was
to be done, and were about C00 feet from
the tunnel in which Italian workmen were
enga'ged; It was shortly before noon
when the men on the surface heard a
rumbling noise and from tho mouth of
the slope' and from the air passageway
at the fan house there cams clouds ot
dusU The outside men knew in an in
stant that there had been a bad explo-
sion and a rescue party was quickly or-

ganised! The party was composed of
Olnley, Murphy, Schoffstall, Behny, Ko--
penbaver and Howard Hand.

The six rescuers wefe lowered tn the
slope, & depth of I,t00 feet at a pitch of
eighty degrees dawn to the fifth lift, next
to tho bottom ot the mine. It la Judged
that the second explosion occurred about
twenty minutes after the first. The rcs
cuers had time to walk about 000 feat
from the mouth of the slope, where they
were found dead.

FIto lit One Pile.
Five ot tha foreign workmen wero found

ded in one pile In the tunnel. A number
ot men were at work on the lift abovv the
one where ths tunnel was being driven
and the concussion blew out the lights on
their caps.

As soon as the nature of the accident
became known wotd was sent to the offl
dais of the Philadelphia and Reading
Coal and Iron company at Fottsvtlle and
they sent the mine rescue car to the
scans.

The mine was not set afire, but the
rescuers were battled for a while by the
blocked passageways, due to tha timbers
being torn down and the root and sides
caving in. They made their way with
the greatest difficulty. The first rescued
wens ths members of the rescuing force
who had gone to the relief ot the victims
of tho first explosion.

Doctors Go Down.
Doctors from alt parts' ot the region

were summoned and two ot them de
scended Into the tnlne to give relief at
the bottom ot the slope. The first aid
corps, which had also been summoned
from the nearby collerles. were on hand
to take care of the Injured, but only
three men were found to be cared for,
and one ot them died in less than halt
an hour after being taken out. The am-
bulances which had been summoned to
cara for the Injured were used to taks
the dead to an undertaking establish-
ment.

After a futile aearcb ot about eight
hours for the bodies ot Fessltr and Farl-
ey, the mine officials vrera Inclined to
the belief that two ot the unidentified
dead might be these two. in which event
the toll might be reduced to sixteen.
Some ot the officials wwre stilt hopeful
that they might have escaped by making
their way through aa old working. There
was a rumor to thjd effect, but it was
not given much credit.

QUAINT METHODS OF BARBERS

Experiences of a Globe Trotter
With Tonaorlnl Artlats in

Various Places.

Accustomed to tha deft dexterity of
the barber, tha Briton who,
In the course ot a tour ot the world,
placed himself unreservedly in the hands
of the tonsoriat artists In the various
countries visited, would have some sur-
prising experiences to relate on his re-

turn home-Near-ly

all the barbers in Tripoli are
Italians, and the shops arb as well
equipped as those of the Italian cities.
The native Arab barbers require only a
pair ot scissors, a pair ot clippers, and a'
rasor for their equipment. They erect
their temporary shops in the market
places by spreading soma matting over a
few poles. Arabs have their heads
shaved, keeping the hair short so that
the white skull cap, over Which the fez
Is worn, will fit closely.

There aro many barbers, In Muscat,
Oman, but no barber shops. Wealthy
persons are attended In their own homes,
while the poorer classes ara shaved tn
the bazaars. Both customer and barber
sit on a mat facing each other; It is
customary to shave tho entire head.

In Bombay, India, the workmen, cool
tee and lawef class - of servants have
their barberlngr done oh tho street. Na-
tive barbers call at the houses to at-
tend tho wealthier classes. In Karachi
all tha barber work of tho city la dons
by perlpatetlo workmen.

Tho Harput barber places around his
customer's neck a peculiar pan with a
semiclrcls pleco cut out of one side, eo
that it fits partially around the neck
under the chin. Water is put Into tho
pan nnd tho barber makes a lather with
his hands and rubs it on the customer's
face, usually uslns his hands for this
purpose also.

In Bagdad tho well-to-d- o 'members of
the community have tho barbers comn
to their homes. In Syria thera ara bar-
ber shops of the European type which
cater to tho better class trade., while
the cheaper barbers ply their 'Vocation
In the streets. London News.
